It was true, that the charter limited the 
duration of the Bank to thirty yeara ; but 
it was equally true, that it looked for­ 
ward toa renewal of iU charter, and 
would probably be able to accompliah 
its object.

It was supposed on hoard the Ailiga« 
tor that the ahip \vat in distress and all 
sail wes accordingly mude to approadt 
her. but they were shortly after su, prls* 
ed by a fire from the whole bioaiUidi: of 
the ship, when the Alligator wa» wi uici 
a abort distance of her, which she k pt 
up for near sn hour in a rakmg po 'i'ion, 
before a single gun wa» dischai|;cd 
from the Alligator ; during all wtuch 
time the U nit^ States Hag was flying 
on board the Alligator, and the ship 
ditpluyin^ no national flag. 


At the expiration of tiearly an hour 
from (he timo ot the fi<7' iiiack, tho 
Alli^Mior con<menced finng upon tho 
bhip. which shf kept up till within pistol 
Hhu of tbe ship, on her quarter, when 
the b.'oadhit^c* of the scoooii'-r being 
changed. Capt Stockton hailed ih-; ship 
to know who and wliat ^ho was, w <ie.her 
she had any naiional flag, to wnich ho 
rtceiveu uo an!.wer— 
few minute« 
alter ti<e Portuguese flig was *un up 
the )i i«a.n. nnd idimeUiately alter tho 
flj^ wah hoisted, two guns were dis* 
chaigedatthe Alli¿;aior 
t:apt.

ton thi.n hailed the ship mid told them 
if they did noi cease firing ant! send 
their boat ;>l')iigbido tbe schoonefr, ho 
would sink her. 
The crew of the ship 
then deserted ihMr quarters and tho 
Ciapiain came on board the Alligator. 


The ship mounitd twelve guns, vis 
2 long 13,16.434 and 4 18 pound car­ 
roñadas. manned with 39 men, includii g 
officers— A pan of ihc guns weio 
thrown over board ; all the ciew of tho 
ship were left on board, and have arriv­ 
ed in her.
